5. Applicant arguments filed on April 24, 2009, with respect to the non-statutory double patenting 
rejection has been fully considered in view of the allowability of this application. Since this application is 
the earlier filed application than the co-pending application and the nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting (ODP) rejection is the only rejection remaining in this application, the nonstatutory obviousness- 
type double patenting rejection has been withdrawn.
